Disney’s ‘““Gnome-Mobile” 


Another Step Forward 
In Film Techniques 


Walt Disney Productions’ long and 
impressive record of film innovations 
— the advancement of the cartoon, the 
introduction of sound and color with 
animation, the first full-length cartoon 
feature, and the blending of anima- 
tion with live action — culminated in 
“Mary Poppins,” one of the five most 
successful pictures in movie history. 

Through its continuing program of 
research in the field of animation, the 
studio has been able to complete for its 
comedy, “The Gnome-Mobile,” scenes 
where two-foot tall gnomes carry on 
conversations with animals, birds and 
full-sized humans. 

The scenes were made possible by 
the application to motion pictures of 
Audio-Animatronics, a process here- 
to-fore reserved for Disney-designed 
attractions at the’New York World’s 
Fair and at Disneyland. 

The technique builds upon already- 
advanced and perfected uses of cam- 
era; special photographic effects; and 
the exclusive Disney sodium traveling 
matte process, by which two or more 
separately photographed scenes can be 
combined into one picture. 

Audio-Animatronics, a patented sys- 
tem developed by WED Enterprises, 
Inc., the Disney “Imagineering” firm 
in Glendale, California, is a remark- 
able combination of electronics and 
pneumatics, which synchronizes voice, 
music and sound effects with the 
movements of three-dimensional ob- 
jects. In the case of “The Gnome-Mo- 
bile,” the objects are a raccoon, owl 
and two bluejays. 

These animals cavort and converse 
with stars Walter Brennan and Tom 
Lowell in the magnificent California 
redwoods. 

It is among these stately, 2,000 
year-old trees where a lumber tycoon, 
played by Brennan, and his two grand- 
children, the “Mary Poppins” kids, 
played by Matthew Garber and Karen 
Dotrice, discover two displaced little 
people and help them find their lost 
colony. 

Here also is where the gnomes carry 
on conversations with their animal, 
bird and human friends; where Bren- 
nan’s Rolls-Royce becomes involved in 
one of the wildest automobile chases 
ever put on film; and where Jasper, 
the only eligible male gnome in the 
forest, becomes the object of one of 
the slipperiest Sadie Hawkins chases 
since greased pigs went out of vogue.

Upton Sinclair, Prolific Writer And Crusader, 
Author Of Disney’s “Gnome-Mobile’” Comedy Film 


Crusading writer Upton Sinclair, 
one of the country’s great champions 
of the underdog has written over 80 
books, 20 plays and hundreds of arti- 
cles in which he has dealt with almost 
every American social problem from 
the turn-of-the-century. 

But along the way he wrote one 
light novel, a humorous and engross- 
ing tale about the plight of a couple of 
misplaced gnomes in search of their 
lost tribe, and on which Walt Disney’s 
upcoming live-action feature, ‘‘The 
Gnome-Mobile,” is based. 

While on his first car trip along the 
Pacific Coast, Sinclair visited one of 
the Redwood forests, and his great 
fascination for the giant trees in- 
spired the delightful story. He sub- 
titled it ““A Gnice Gnew Gnarrative 
With Gnonsense, but Gnothing 
Gnaughty.”’ And being a man of 
causes, dedicated the work to ‘‘All who 
love and protect our forests.” 

Sinclair first gained wide recogni- 
tion in 1906 with his novel, “The Jun- 
gle,” which told of the appalling con- 
ditions of the Chicago meat packing- 
house workers. His description of 
unsanitary conditions culminated in a 
Congressional investigation and the 
passage of the pure food laws. 

“T aimed at the public’s heart, and 
by accident I hit it in the stomach,” 
he recalled. 


He went on to battle for such un- 
precedented measures as old-age pen- 
sions, unemployment insurance and 
inheritance taxes. 

“Dragon’s Teeth,” one of the eleven 
novels Sinclair wrote about the polit- 
ical adventures of ‘‘Lanny Budd,”’’ 
earned him the Pulitzer Prize for fic- 
tion in 1943. 

He sums up his career simply, “If 
I was not always right, I was always 
looking for the right. What more can 
a man do with his life?” 

Now 88, Sinclair makes his home 
outside Washington, D.C., with his 
wife, and is anxiously looking for- 
ward to the release of “The Gnome- 
Mobile.” The production of the pic- 
ture proved a particularly momentous 
occasion for him. He had an oppor- 
tunity to visit the Disney Studio and 
see his gnome characters brought to 
life by the movie’s stars, Walter Bren- 
nan, Tom Lowell and Ed Wynn.

Last Disney Role One Of 
Ed Wynn’s Most Unusual 


Ed Wynn’s last motion picture role 
was one of his most unusual, the por- 
trayal of a thousand-year-old gnome 
in Walt Disney’s feature-length com- 
edy, ‘““‘The Gnome-Mobile.”’ 

It was Wynn’s eighth role for the 
Disney Studio and was completed just 
five months before his death. In it he 
stars as a garrulous, gnarled old man 
of the woods, just two feet tall but big 
as a redwood in the comedy depart- 
ment. 

Ed’s first Disney job was as the 
voice of the Mad Hatter in ‘Alice in 
Wonderland” back in 1951. His other 
Disney pictures included ‘‘The Absent- 
Minded Professor,” ‘Babes in Toy- 
land,” “Son of Flubber’” and “Mary 
Poppins.” 

The Wynn career, one of the legend- 
ary stories of show business, spanned 
64 years from a day in 1902 when Ed 
decided that his father’s millinery 
business was not for him, and he 
joined a repertory company in Nor- 
wich, Connecticut. Vaudeville, the 
musical comedy theatre, radio, motion 
pictures and television all shared the 
talents of this beloved comedian who 
became popularly known to millions 
upon millions of fans as “The Perfect 
Fool” and “The Fire Chief.” 

He was born Isaiah Edwin Leopold 
in Philadelphia on November 9, 1886, 
later deriving a stage name from the 
two syllables of his middle name, i.e. 
“Ed” “Win.” As a child he delighted 
his father’s customers with his mimi- 
ery, posing in ladies’ hats and cutting 
up in general. His unique brand of 
humor stemmed from those early days 
and over the years he became known 
for his funny coats, flamboyant hats, 
out-sized shoes, that inimitable gig- 
gle, and literally thousands of gags.

Walter Brennan Of Disney’s “Gnome-Mobile”’ 
Used Three Names To Make His Mark In Films 


Walter Brennan, who stars in Walt 
Disney’s feature-length comedy, ‘‘The 
Gnome-Mobile,” had to juggle three 
different names to make his initial 
mark in Hollywood. 

During the early 1920’s when the 
veteran actor was fresh from Boston 
and going the rounds of the studio 
casting offices, he changed his name 
according to the pay offered him for 
a part. 

“If I earned $10 a day, I was Walter 
Brennan,” he reminisced. “A figure 
of $7.50 for a day’s labor got them 
Walter Andrews, my first two names, 
and for anything less than that, the 
billing was Philip Space, coined from 
‘fill up space.’ It was better, then, to 
switch handles rather than to reduce 
the status of your real name when you 
worked for less. I even carried my 
own makeup kit and provided a va- 
riety of disguises for any roles that 


might come my way.” 

But in “The Gnome-Mobile,” Bren- 
nan is paid his just due, though he 
plays two distinctly different parts, 
that of a lumber tycoon and a 9438- 
year-old gnome, he gets double credit 
under the same name. His unusual 
star billing for the picture reads on 
the screen: “Walter Brennan and 
Walter Brennan as D. J. Mulrooney 
and Knobby.”

No small credit for helping to make 
Walt Disney’s ‘“Mary Poppins” sucha 
delight goes to two talented and com- 
pletely natural young British tykes, 
Karen Dotrice and Matthew Garber. 
Now in their third film together, the 
youthful acting team is starring with 
Walter Brennan, Tom Lowell and Ed 
Wynn in the comedy, “The Gnome- 
Mobile.” 

Their first picture for Disney was 
“The Three Lives of Thomasina,” 
about the mysterious marmalade cat, 
and thereby hangs a tale. 

Karen, then six, had already been 
signed for a principle role in ““Thoma- 
sina” after impressing Disney’s Lon- 
don casting director with her role in 
“The Caucasian Chalk Circle” at 
Stratford on Avon, where she made 


her stage debut. 

When the Disney company was 
searching for a boy about her age for 
a part in the film, her actor father, 
Roy, a member of Stratford’s Royal 
Shakespearian Company, informed 
his friends, the Garbers, of the situa- 
tion and suggested that they allow 
their son, Matthew to try out. His 
mobile features lit up the screen dur- 
ing the subsequent test and clinched 
a part in the picture for him too.

Her role as “Shy 
Violet” represents Cami’s motion pic- 


ture debut.

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Tom Lowell Has To 
Act Small But Think 
Big In “Gnome-Mobile”’ 


Tom Lowell has added a new dimen- 
sion to his acting career — a two-foot 
high role in Walt Disney’s ‘‘The 
Gnome-Mobile,’—in which he stars 
with Walter Brennan, the ‘““Mary Pop- 
pins” kids, Matthew Garber and Ka- 
ren Dotrice and Ed Wynn. That’s the 
size of Jasper, the lonely gnome char- 
acter who searches California’s Red- 
wood country for an equally lonely 
gnome gal. Object: matrimony. 

King-size determination has always 
come naturally to the handsome, 26- 
year-old Lowell, both on and off the 
screen. Back in his Sacramento High 
School days Tom had his heart set on 
a major league baseball career, until 
his eyes weakened. 

But even contact lenses did not 
make prospects for a future life on 
the diamond any too bright for Tom. 
So he turned to his second love, acting. 
On the advice of his dad, Dr. Carl A. 
Thomas, now head of the drama de- 
partment at Sacramento State Col- 
lege, Tom enrolled at the University 
of Southern California as a drama 
major. 

It was a fortuitous move, for no 
sooner had he gotten his diploma than 
a chance meeting with an actor’s 
agent, Fred Messenger, got him the 
needed representation and subse- 
quently a succession of good television 
parts and motion picture roles. 

His first big break came when he 
signed as a regular with the “Com- 
bat” series a few seasons ago, appear- 
ing in some 40 segments.

Walter Brennan’s “Gnome-Mobile’’ Roles 
For Disney Most Fun In His Long Career 


After 44 years in movies, Walter 
Brennan admits that his first dual 
role—in Walt Disney’s rollicking com- 
edy, “The Gnome-Mobile,” — has been 
his most enjoyable, yet most challeng- 
ing, assignment to date. In the picture 
he plays both a lumber tycoon and a 
two-foot gnome. As the latter he was 
required to lug around some 25 
pounds of costume, laden also with 
make-up that added 871 years to his 
present 72. 

This is Brennan’s second picture 
for the Disney Studio. Three years 
ago he was cast as a Yankee cracker 
barrel philosopher in “Those Callo- 
ways” with Brian Keith and Vera 
Miles. He also has a starring role in 
Disney’s ‘“‘The One and Only, Genuine, 
Original Family Band” with Buddy 
Ebsen, and is in Columbia’s “Who’s 
Minding the Mint?” 

To Walter, acting is both his work 
and his hobby. His very active career, 
showing over 100 movies and three 
Academy Awards for supporting roles 
in “Come And Get It,” 1986; ‘“‘Ken- 
tucky,” 1938 and ‘The Westerner,” 
1940, also attests to this fact. 

Some of his other memorable per- 
formances include “Sergeant York,” 
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for which he received an Oscar nom- 
ination, “My Darling Clementine,” 
“Red River,’ “Bad Day at Black Rock;’ 
“How The West Was Won?’ and “Pride 
of the Yankees.” 

His “The Real McCoys” had one of 
television’s longest runs. He filmed 
224 episodes during a period of six 
years. Two seasons ago he played the 
title role in “The Tycoon” TV series, 
and presently he is busy preparing an- 
other, “The Guns of Will Sonnett,” 
about a former gunfighter, set to de- 
but this fall. 

Walter, who was born in Swamp- 
scott, Massachusetts, on July 25, 1894, 
has come a long way from the engi- 
neering career that his parents had 
hoped he would follow. In high school, 
dramatics got a hold on him and he 
realized that his future was in show 
business. After a brief fling in small- 
time musical comedy and vaudeville, 
World War I interrupted and Bren- 
nan was Europe-bound with the Army. 

Upon his discharge, in 1919, he 
worked briefly as a reporter on a 
Boston paper, married his childhood 
sweetheart and moved to California 
to get back into acting, this time in 
the movies. He and another unknown,

He 
also has a 15,000-acre cattle ranch 
near Joseph, Oregon, where he raises 
white-faced Herefords. The Brennans 
have three married children, 15 grand- 
children and one great-grandchild. 

Walter claims that his acting activ- 
ities keep him in fine fettle, with an 
assist from a vitamin-conscious diet, a 
daily breakfast steak and organic veg- 
etables grown in his own garden. 

He is a 25-year member of a golf 
club near Hollywood, but never plays 
the game. For him, the country club 
is strictly for socializing.

Movie-goers might stake money

EXPLOITATION 


e RADIO PICNIC PROMOTION 


Co-ordinate a big picnic party with a local 
radio station that could invite listeners to 
attend. The picnic can be tied in with sev- 
eral markets and stores offering picnic sup- 
plies to participants. A disc-jockey chase 
similar to the one in the movie can be ar- 
ranged with the winner getting an evening 
out with her favorite DJ. 


e MODEL BUILDING CONTEST 


Supply a local hobby shop with scene stills 
from ‘The Gnome-Mobile” and have a con- 
test where participants would design and 
build their own model Gnome-Mobile. Judg- 
ing would be done by the theatre manager. 
Entries can be displayed in the theatre 
lobby. The winners with the best model can 
be awarded a discount certificate for mer- 
chandise at the hobby shop.

Advance publicity can be started on the air 
several weeks prior to your playdate with 
the station announcing “A G-NEW CON- 
TEST IS COMING.” After the party called 
has answered in Gnome-Talk, the DJ can 
draw a slip from his ““Gnome-Home’”’ to de- 
termine what kind of prize is to be awarded. 
Prizes can be of all sorts .. . from the ridicu- 
lous to those such as transistor radios, rec- 
ords, etc. 


¢ GNOMISH WORDS AND PHRASES 


Have a local radio station get their disc- 
jockeys to talk in Gnomish, putting a “G”’ 
before every word that begins with an ‘‘N”. 
For example, ‘““‘THE GNOME-MOBILE, A 
G-NEW AND G-NATURALLY G-NEAT 
MOVIE IS COMING.” Stations can encour- 
age their listeners to send in a sentence or 


paragraph written in Gnomish. The entries 
would be judged on originality and humor. 


DRAW A DOO-DEEN 


Have the newspaper reading public draw 
their conception of a “Doo-Deen,” or a 
“Gnome” or even of what they think the 
‘““Gnome-Mobile” is. Their drawings can be 
mailed to the theatre in advance of the play- 
date. The contest can be promoted with the 
special coloring contest mat shown in the ad 
pad. Prizes can be awarded to the winners. 


DON’T BURN THE GNOMES’ 
HOMES 


Arrange a fire prevention campaign with the 
local fire department, conservation office, 
or park service. ‘‘The Gnome-Mobile’s”’ 
summer release and setting in the redwood 
forest makes the picture especially adapt- 
able for such a campaign. 


THEATRE TELEPHONE 
RECORDING 


Record your telephone message in a funny, 
squeaky voice during your ‘‘Gnome-Mobile”’ 
engagement. Use a ‘‘G”’ before all the words 
that begin with an ‘‘N.” 


Another possibility to attract attention and 
get them talking is to record one of the 
shorter 30-second radio spots on your 
phone answering device.
